COLONEL T. ,C. CAMPBELL, ot Cin- 


cinnati made a speech in reply to Judge 
Hoadley on Tuesday evening. In the 
course of his remarks he said of Han- 
cock :

Commanders-in-chief for the Army of 
the Potomac, yet never thought of Han- 
cock for so important a position. 
It 


cannot be fairly said that his politics 
was a bar to his promotion, for he was 
promoted to the rank of Major General, 
and General McClellan was advanced to 
the position of Commander-in-chief.

CHARLESTON, S. C., August 11.—The 


Newt and Courier saya of the census of 
South Carolina: 


The most trustworthy returns that 


we have obtained from twenty-three of 
thirtv-three counties in this state give 
them" a population of 709,924. Bv the 
census of 1870 the population of these 
counties was 525,789. 


This is a clear gain of 184,145, or 


more than 35 per cent. In 1870 the 
population of the remaining nine coun- 
ties, from which no sufficiently correct 
returns have yet been received, was 
180,334. At the same rate of increase, 
the population oi these counties will 
now amount to 243,476. This will give 
the state a total population of 953,410 
by the new census, or a gain in the last 
ten years of 247,804. 


Far from losing a congressmau, South 


Carolina will retain her five members if 
the apportionment for each district be 
raised as high as 170,000, and by the 
present apportionment of 131,415 the 
state will gain at least one member. 


Commenting on these figures, the 


Ntw says: 


"There is no doubt whatever that the 


census just taken is the most complete 
and accurate, 'whatever its unavoidable 
inperfections,' that has been taken in 
South Carolina since I860. Certainly 
in 1870 most enumerators in this state 
were stupid and ignorant. This time 
the democratic supervisors and enumer- 
ators, at all events are both intelligent 
and upright, who would no more dream 
of magnifying the population than of 
playing the old Republican game of 
counting whites as blacks in order to 
discourage the democracy in their polit- 
cal action. 


Really, if there is any fraud at all, 


there is much more reason to suspect it 
in the North than in the South."

by a change of maiatM. It can not be 
bound or loosed under any circumstances. 
If the state should listen to the petitions 
of those wbo aak tbat sex relations be 
exemplified from control, tbe experience 
ol a quarter of a century wonld convince 
the world tbat the old, long tried, mono- 
gamic notation of the sex question is a 
wise one. There are evident reasons 
why such a result would come. In all 
the past emotional experience of the 
race it has been foand impossible to cre- 
ate an intense idealization of more than 
one. object at one time; it has been found 
too, tbat when such idealization hag 
been tested by knowledge and time, it 
does not diminish, but deepens; and that 
the effect of this long continued idealiza- 
tion is to create the best conditions of 
development, both for those wbo exer- 
cise it, and for those toward whom it is 
directed. 


Now, if the best conditions of happi- 


ness, are once secured, they should be 
maintained. It is not possible to bring 
put all tbe results of this mutual sex 
idealization in any short period of asso- 
ciation. The very fact that the associa- 
tion is a permanent one gives it earnest- 
ness and dignity. It would not be pos- 
sible to extract them from a half dozen 
associations, extending over twenty-five 
years, the same amount of fine character 
development that would come from one 
form Date association lasting over the 
8<iine time.

•the wisdom, integrity and affection of 
some fi iend through long experience, we 
spend no more brain activity in learning 
his peculiarities of character, and in 
adapting ourselves to them.
